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Japan Emphasizes 
Value of Talks on 
Korean Question 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI)—Japan told the United 
Nations Thursday that negotiations and good offices 
should not be ruled out in seeking the unification of 


Korea. 

Dr. Koto Matsudaira, head of 
the Japanese delegation, told the 
U.N, political committee that a 
unified Korea is an essential 
condition for peace in the Far 
East. 

Speaking in debate on the Ko- 
rean question, he said that 
United Nations objectives for 
peaceful unification of Korea 

h free elections remains 
the “minimum” condition for a 


Korean settlement. 


But he said talks with the 
Communists and efforts by third 
parties should not be excluded 
as long as the U.N. principles are 
respected, 

“My delegation also believes 
that the position of the Assem- 
bty In implementing these prin- 


_¢iples may be flexible to meet 


the prevailing and changing cir- 
cumstances at any particular 
moment when and if the As- 
sembly deems it necessary and 
proper to do so,” he said. 
atsudaira said the Commu- 
nist position on Korea made it 
increasingly doubtful that they 
will make any “useful” contri- 
bution during this session. 

“The unification is necessary 
for Korea to attain full measure 
of stability and sound economic 
progress,” he told the commit- 
tee. “Politically and economic- 
ally, Korea is one and indivi- 
sible. A divided Korea could 
never be prosperous and 
stable.” 

The Japanese delegate noted 
the improvement in the Repub- 
lic of Korea’s economy during 
the last year. 

“These commendable efforts 
on the part of the Korean Gov- 
ernment and peoples are handi- 
capped and hamstrung by the 
imposed division of the coun- 
try.” he added. 

‘Matsudaira announced Japan's 
support of a resolution )p 
ea by 14 of the countr 
fought on the U.N. side in Ko- 
rea. It calls for a settlement 
based upon U.N. objectives. It 
was the only resolution before 
the committee.

Bang-Jensen Case Seen 
AsSuicideby N.Y. Police ® 


NEW YORK (AP)—Police 
said Friday that former United 
Nations official Povl Bang-Jen- 
sen apparently committed sul- 
cide, but they did not know 
where he was during the 48 
hours before rer body was 
found. 


Bang-Jensen, dochabate in 
July 1958, from his United Na- 
tions post, was found shot to 
death Thursday in a wooded 
section of a park in Queens 
Borough of New York City. 


He had been missing since 
he left his home at Lake Suc 
cess, N.Y. on Monday morning. 
The place where his body was 
found was about two miles from 
his home. 

Police officials said they 
would continue their investiga- 
tion to determine what hap- 
pened during the time lapse. 


The police said Bang-Jensen 
apparently had killed himself 
with an automatic pistol found 
clenched in his right hand. But 
the Queens Borough medical ex- 
aminer, Dr. Richard E. Grimes, 
said an autopsy indicated death 
had oceurred within 24 hours of 
the discovery of the body, 


Bang-Jensen was known to 
have been despondent about his 
career. 

He had spent almost 20 years 
in the Danish diplometic and 
United Nations service, but was 
discharged by U.N. ° Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold in 
1958 for what was called “in- 
subordination.” @ 

The “insubordination” grew 
out of Bang-Jensen’s refusal to 
turn over to Hammarskjold a 


Police did not immediately 
disclose the full contents. 


All-Out Probe Urged 
WASHINGTON (UPI) —A 
former Senate investigator 
urged Thursday that New York 
police “make sure” there was 
no foul play in the  death- of 
Pov! Bang-Jensen. He said the 


Danish diplomat was privy to, 


information the Russians did 
not want revealed. 

Robert Morris, who was chief 
counsel for the Senate internal 
security subcommittee during 
his investigation of the Hun- 
garian revolt, said Bang-Jensen 
had “an important message” for 
the West. 

Morris said he knew of his 
own knowledge that Bang-Jen- 
sey, held secrets the Soviets did 
not want revealed. He said he 
had papers to prove this and 
had turned them over to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and to the Senate. 

The FBI said it was not in- 
vestigating Bang-Jensen's death. 
A spokesman said there was no 
indication that a federal crime 
was involved. 

The FBI did, however, talk 
with Bang-Jensen several times 
before his death. It was learn- 
ed that he supplied the FBI 
with some information, the na- 
ture of which was never dis- 
closed.

4. Tt has been claimed from 
time to time that the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Viet- 
nam, with which Japan signed 
the reparations agreement, is 
merely a provisional regime de- 
signed to rule areas south of 17 
cegrees N. latitude purstiant to 
the Geneva armistice agree- 
ment. 

It has also been said that the 


_ Republic of Vietnam has been 


building up its military strength 
despite provisions to the con- 
trary of the Geneva Agreement 
and that reparations:to be paid 
by Japan will be used for this 
purpose and also that the de- 
funct Government of Vietnam, 
predecessor of the Government 
of the Republic of Vietnam, was 
a French puppet and, accord- 
ingly, had no authority to sign 
the San Francisco Peace Treaty. 


The Bao Dai Government, 
however, Was a legitimate gov- 
ernment within the French bloc 
as was indicated clearly by the 
1948 Alon Bay Declaration of 
the French Government and 
the Elysee Agreement of 1949. 

Admittedly, it is extremely dif- 
ficult to make an accurate ap- 
praisal of the damage because 
of the lack of sufficient dafa. In 
the case of Vietnam, available 
data. have revealed that the 
damage by far exceeded $39 
million and were not confined 
to North Vietnam but extended 
to South Vietnam as well. 

For example, the war result- 
ed in a large decrease of indus- 
trial output and trade. The 
drop in the production and ex- 
port of rice and rubber, the 
chief. products of the area 
which in 1939 accounted respec- 
tively for 40 per cent and 27 
per cent of Indochina’s total ex- 
perts, was suffered principal- 
ly by the South. 

It was ized by 30 na- 
tions of the world at the out- 
set of 1950 as a government 
representing the entire Viet- 
nam. 

The Geneva armistice 
ment of 1954 partitioned the 
country of Vietnam and restrict- 
ed the administrative rights of 
the Bao Dai vernment to 
areas south of 17 degrees 
N. latitude. This, however, 
does not change the fact that 
Vietnam is a single state and 
that the government represent- 
ing it is a legitimate one. 

The present government has 
taken over all rights and duties 
of the Bao Dai Government 
and, moreover, it has been 
recognized by 49 countries. It 
is thus evident that the present 
government represents the 


whole of Vietnam. 

The Government of the Re- 
public of Vietnam signed the 
San Francisco peace pact in 
September 1951, representing 
entire Vietnam. It deposited 
the instrument of ratification in 
June-of the following year and 
entered into diplomatic rela- 
tions with Japan. No objec- 
tion has been raised against 
this by any parties except the 
Ho Chi Minh regime. 

5 The Japanése Government 
wishes in implementing the 
reparations and economic co- 
operation agreement with the 
Republic of Vietnam that it will 
contribute to the peaceful de- 
velopment of that country. 

The Japanese Government 
has not extended its cooperation 
to that country to boost its 
military might nor has it any 
plans for such cooperation. 

(6) The Government of the 
Republic of Vietnam is the legi- 
timate Government represent- 
ing all Vietnam. . 

The reparations is to be paid 
by Japan to the nation of Viet- 
nam and not to specific per- 
sons, organ, or area of the coun- 
try. 
By paying reparations under 
an a ment concluded with 
the legitimate Government of 
that country, Japan would be 
fulfilling its reparations obliga- 
tions under the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty. 

If a united Government should 
be formed in the future, that 
Government would be bound by 
and inherit the rights and ob- 
ligations assumed by Vietnam 
in its treaties and agreements 
with other nations. This is an 
accepted principle under inter- 
national law. 

The theory that Japan should 
not be required to pay repara- 
tions after the unification. of 
the two Vietnams, is completely 
groundless. 

Attempts to put off the settle- 
ment of the reparations issue 
with Vietnam on the basis of 
a groundless hypothesis would 
merely make foreign nations 
lose faith in Japan. 

(7) The question has been 
raised when Japan and France 
entered a state of war. 

The Government believes that 
under international law the 
date would be Aug. 25, 1944. 
That was the day when the 
De Gaulle regime replaced the 
Vichy Government. 

Even if the Upper House fails 
to act on the agreement, jhow- 
ever, the accord will become au- 
tomatically effective if the Up- 
per House is in session for 30 
days. 

Under Article 61 of the Con- 
stitution, the decision of the 
Lower House on treaties be- 
comes the decision of the Diet 
if the Upper House fails to take 
final action within 30 days after 
a bill is received from the Low- 
er House.

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‘Black Jet’ Is Special 
Lockheed U2, USAF Says

The United States Air Force 
said yesterday that the “black 
jet” plane which made an em- 
ergency landing at a Japanese 
airfield two months ago was the 
security-shrouded experimental 
Lockheed U2. 


But an air force spokesman 
said, “there is no mystery about 
it.” P " 
The aircraft, built for high-al- 
titude research, was engaged in 
scouting Typhoon Ise Bay for 
the Japanese Meteorological 
Agency when it landed at Fuji- 
sawa, 30 miles southwest of To- 
kyo, on Sept. 24, he declared. 

Typhoon Ise Bay, the most 
destructive in Japanese history, 
killed more than 5,000 Japanese. 


» There was no violation of any 
human rights involved, the 
spokesman said. “It is ironical,” 
he commented, “that Japanese 
should criticize a plane which 
is helping them.” 

The air force statement was 
a reply to the attempt of left- 
wingers to build up an anti- 
American campaign pegged on 
the presence in Japan of the 
so-calléd “black jets.”

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Science Report 
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Falling Stars Can Be Used 
To Send Radio Messages

WASHINGTON... (UPI)-—Fal- 
ling stars are lovely and 
awesome and, as everybody 


knows, good to wish upon, They 
also make fine couriers, 


Thanks to them, the wish of 
scientists for a new high-speed 
radio communications method 
—urgently needed to relieve 
overcrowding of presently used 
bands—appears to be coming 
true. 


This is the upshot of a recent 
technical report by the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards 
(NBS) on “meteor burst com- 
munication.” After three years 
of research at the NBS labora- 
tories in Boulder, Colo., scien- 
tists have hit on a way of using 
shooting star trails to send 
messages over paths 400 to 1,200 
miles long “at speeds up 
4,800 words per minute.” This 
is agen 80 times normal tele- 


vee sores 
e new system, accordin 
to the NBS, “can compete ef- 
fectively with other longdis- 
tance systems” and is relatively 
immune to electrical distur- 
bances which occasionally upset 
other kinds of long-ratige radio 
communications. 

Long-distance wireless com- 
munication is possible only be- 


cause electrically charged par- 


ticles, normally existing in the 
high soneme peg: ion called 
the ionosphere, t radio 
waves back to siete. 
Otherwise, the waves from a 
transmitting station would es- 
cape inte space without ever 
being picked up by receiving 
stations on earth. Anything 
that increases the number of 
charged particles in the iono- 
sphere “enhances,” as the radio 
engineers say, the reflected 


strength of radio signals. 

Well, as the NBS report says: 

“Millions of tiny meteors 
(otherwise known as falling or 
shooting stars) enter the earth's 
atmosphere every day only to 
burn up before they can fall 
to the ground, 

“When a meteor reaches the 
lower part of the ionosphere, 
the heat due to air friction 
vaporizes some of the meteoric 
material, creating a trail of 
electrons and ionized atoms be- 
hind the meteor about 15 miles 
long. . 

“As this trail reflects radio 
Waves, it causes short-time en- 
hancement of radio signals.” 

If present high frequency 
bands weren't so jam with 
traffic that new communica- 


© tions means are needed, this ef- 


fect of meteor trails probably 
would have remained a matter 
of scieritific interest only. 


But it has long been appar- 
ent that additional couriers are 
needed to satisfy man’s appe- 
tite for trading messages. 
Meteor trails don’t last long, 
however, and any system based 
on them, must be geared to 
“operate intermittently at very 
high speed.” 

NBS scientists hit on the idea 
of storing messages on magnetic 
tape until conditions werd ripe 
for meteor trail transm#ésion. 
In a two-way system, these ton- 
ditions can be spotted and 
located “within a few thou- 
sands of a second” of their ap- 
pearance by radio means. 

So, although -meteor trails 
aren't continuously available, 
they can be used intermittently 
throughout the day and night 
to communicate as many mes

Regular Exposure to Sun Ages 
Skin Faster Than Aging Process 


By RAY HENRY 


DETROIT (AP)—If you want 
to look younger longer, stay tens 
out of the sun. 

That’a the conclusion report- 
ed here by a leading skin spe- 
cialist at the 12th annual meet- 
ing of the Gerontological Socie- 


"| ty. Gerontology is the scientific 


study of old age. 

Dr. J. Graham Smith, Jr. the 
dermatolgist at the University 
of Miami (Fla.) school of medi- 


cine, said recent research shows the 


that exposure to the sun, rather 
than the aging process itself, 
seems to bring on the skin con- 
ditions commonly associated 
with growing old. 


Smith, who did his work 
jointly with Dr. A. L. La 
professor of anatomy at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, drew his 
conclusion after studying the 
skin of a group of older ner 
who have lived in the i 
area for at least 20 years. 

ay studying skin samples and 

photographs, Smith and Lans- 
laa found that skin exposed reg- 
ularly to the sun showed all 
the signs commonly connected 
with wing old—wrinkles; 
loose, Frick and sagging skin; 
crows feet around the eyes, 

But, they reported, skin tak- 
en from areas of the body not 
regularly cxcposed to sun did not 
show these signs. 

Smith attributed the differ- 
ence to a change in the com- 
position of the skin brought 
about by exposure to the sun. 

He said skin usually exposed 
to the sun develops elastosis—a 
proverty which cuts*down the 
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elasticity of the skin—and has 
wrinkles, etc.

TRONDHEIM, Norway (AP) 
—Norway lost one of it’s major 
Olympic hopes Thursday when 
crack ski jumper Anders Wold- 
seth collapsed on the stairs in 
his father’s goods store and died 
on his way to a hospital. 


Woldseth was 25 years old 
last Sept, 25. He spent the year 
1953 going to college in Port- 
land, Ore, and was employed 
in his father’s store. 


The young ski ‘umper suffer- 
ed serious head injuries after a 
fall in the Graakalien ski jump- 
hill near Trondheim last win- 
ter, dnd the doctors at the 
Trondheim central hospital said 
Thursday they believed the in- 
juries received then were the 
reason for his sudden collapse 
and death. 


Woldseth won the Norwegian 
ski championship in 2959, the 
elite Swedish meet, Svens 
Skidspelen, placed second in 
the Finnish elite meet, and 
triumphed in several Central 
European meets. 


Norwegian ski officials said 
he undoubtedly was one of the 
two best Norwegian ski jumpers 
today and one of Norway’s ma- 
jor gold medal hopes at the 
Squaw Valley, Calif. 1960 Win- 
ter Olympic Games. 

Ski jumping was his favorite 
sport but he also was active in 
ice hockey and soccer. 


He made himself noticed in 
big hill ski meets at the age of 
12. His main break-through 
into international star class, 
however, came last winter.

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A Meretricious ‘Warning’ 


Radio Moscow's “warning” to Japanese listeners Wed- 
nesday night that they are liable to immediate counter- 
attack by “modern era weapons” in the event Japan is 
“dragged” into war and nuclear and rocket weapons are 
fired from Japanese soil is quite unwarranted. 

The statement presumes, of course, that it is the 
United States that is likely to perform the “dragging into 
war” and the whole fantastic “warning” is designed to 
Upset, if possible, the U.S.Japan negotiations for the 
revision of the security treaty between the two countries. 

Radio Moscow emits nothing which is not consistent 
with the policies of the Soviet Government and the Com- 
munist Party, and consequently more serious notice of 
this “warning” must be taken than it would otherwise 


appear to deserve. 


Moscow's attitude on this matter of 


the security treaty does not seem to be in keeping with 
the recent protestations made by Mr. Khrushchev in the 
United States unless we are to believe that the Soviet 


Premier continues to object 


to any defensive measures 


undertaken by the non-Communist countries anywhere in 


the world—an objection that 


would hardly be necessary 


if he were about to relinquish all aggressive moves against 
nations that do not accept the Communist ideology. 


We are quite aware that Soviet Russia possesses 
“modern era weapons,” whether for defense or attack, we 
do not pretend to say, but surely if Moscow possesses 
these weapons, others are entitled to make provision for 
their own defense, if defense should ever be needed. 

The basic contention of those who are proclaiming 
loudly their opposition to the revision of the U.S.Japan 
security pact appears to rest on the assumption that the 
United States is preparing an armed attack on Soviet 
Russia and Red China, and hopes to use Japan as a base 


for such an attack. 


This assumption is absurd, and we do not believe that 
it is seriously believed in either Moscow or Peiping that 
the United States is planning anything of the sort. The 
attitude in those capitals is prompted rather by the chagrin 
caused there by the United States’ success in organizing 
the free nations so that they would not fall victims to 
Communist expansionism. Particularly annoyed are the 
_— at their failure to rope Japan into the Communist

Some can only see “grave risks” for Japan in the 
treaty revision. Such is Mr. Haruhiko Nishi, who recently 
contributed an article on the subject in the “Guest Column” 
of this paper. Mr. Nishi, a former ambassador to Britain, 
recalis the time when Japan signed an agreement with 
Germany for cooperative defense against Communist ag- 
gression, and he says it is inadvisable not only for Japan 
but also for the United States to conclude an agreement 
that would remind the Soviet Union of that “anti-Russian” 
arrangement between Japan and Germany. The circum- 
Stances appear to us to be entirely different today, and 
the U.S.Japan revised treaty is to be within the frame- 


work of the United Nations 


Charter. 


The U.S. Secretary of State, Mr. Christian Herter said 
a@ few days ago that he regarded the new security treaty 
now being negotiated with Japan with the greatest seri- 
reap and importance, and he declared that it was a pact 

negotiated between equals for the mutual benefit of 
both countries. That is our own view. 

‘There is no suggestion, as far as we can see, of any 
subordination of this country to the United States, and 
we do not believe that Japan will be compelled to share 
responsibility for the United States’ military actions 


against her will. 


What we do think is that the notion 


that the United States is preparing to bomb Red China 
and Soviet Russia from bases in Japan, or to move troops 
against them from such bases, is put about by those who 
wish to tear Japan away from close relations with the

United States and to tie her to the Communist bloc. 
% As for the possibility of an outbreak of war in the

East, we are confident that no such war is likely if 
the Communist powers. desist from further aggression. 
Unfortunately, we have no assurance that they will so 
desist, and hence the need for defense measures on the 
part of those who do not wish to lose their independence.

Rivalry to Red Orthodoxy 


‘Trotskyite’ Students of Zengakuren Vie for Leftist Leadership 


Ultraleftist Japanese students 
putting up rivalry against Com- 
munist orthodoxy may be just 
a bunch of hotheaded radicals 
who cannot rest in peace‘ un- 
lese they outstrip everybody 
else in revolutionary fervor. 
But the question remains as to 
what drives them to that ex- 
tremity. 

With a jeer, a writer ih one 
of the vernaculars said these 
students ere a reincarnation of 
the junior-rank officers of the 
prewar Japanese army and 
navy, who attempted a futile 
coup d'etat to perpetuate their 
nationalistic philosophy of 
patriotism. 

This comparison looks so apt 
as to make one forget the 
changes that have taken place 
in the interval of more than 20 
years. With due regard to 
those changes, however, the 
student radicals of our day 
may be said to be the ex- 
ponents of middle-class unrest, 
as the military zealots were the 
same in 1930s. In this sense, 
the leftist students’. behavior 
assumes a broader significance 
despite its freakish appearance. 

When they beat up and in- 
jured a Communist Party offi- 
cial at the party headquarters 
in June last year, the name of 
Zengakuren, the leftist student 
organization seemed to have 
been immortalized. Zengaku- 
ren, or the National Federation 
of Student Self-Government As- 
sociations, is the only nation- 
wide student organization, 
though dominated by ultra-

leftists and looked askance as 
such by the majority of stu- 
dents.

Protection,” “Bureau of Labor 
Reformation,” “Bureau of Inter- 
nal Investigation,” “Bureau of 
Supplies,” “Bureau Special. Or- 
gans,” and “Bureau of Person- 
nel,”

Defense Budget

The uniformed police in Chi- 
na is now called “People’s 
Police,” and its entire force of 
roughly 1,200,000 is under the 
over-all control of the “Bureau 
of Peace and Order Administra- 
tion” in the ministry itself in 
Peiping.

In short, they want to choose 
the Kishi Government as the 
immediate target of their at- 
tack, instead of the United 
States.

No Secret 


The student radicals do not 
make a secret of their revolu- 
tionary design. They have 
stressed it time and again, for 
instanc., In documents they 
have circulated in print. They 
have even put on public sale a 
119-page pamphiet entitled 
“Antipact Struggles,” which one 
of them boasted as serving as a 
vade-mecum for leftist agitators. 


Even Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev cannot escape their 
scathing criticism. They are 
opposed to the idea of peace- 
ful coexistence, synonymous in 
their view with procrastination, 
and also opposed to Russian 
aids to underdeveloped coun- 
tries, wiich they hold will only 
strengthen the ruling class in 
those countries. Their opposi-

Those who favor closing: the 
race tracks think that such 
gambling might have been an 
“evil” necessity during the 
transition period after the war, 
because races were a source of 
extra income for local govern- 
ments whose budget was always 
in the red. 


However, they now think that 
in view of the stabilized eco- 
nomic condition.in Japan each 
local government should find 
a way to make a balanced budg- 
et without depending on gam- 
bling which undoubtedly deter- 
iorates the people's morale. 


The sponsors and bicycle 
manufacturers are against the 
move to prohibit the race, on 
the ground that the public's 
desire for gambling must find 
an outlet somewhere. This 
same reasoning has been ap- 
plied to horse racing. 

Is gambling a necessary 
“evil” or “good?” No doubt 
many feel a thrill in gambling 
and often it is a form of rec- 
reation for them. 


“Pachinko” (pinball games) is 
another form of gambling on a 
small scale. Some argue that it 
offers the cheapest recreation to 
the masses of. people, but there 
.is great danger they might be- 
come more deeply involved in 
gambling. ; 

Is gambling always a recrea- 
tion? For those who make a 
living on it it is far from that. 
It is a matter of life or death. 
Many a case has been revealed 
where men who had staked 
everything on bicycle racing be- 
came desperate and committed 
suigide or brought misery and 
sorrow on the family. 

There are not a few who take 
up gambling in an attempt to 
make easy money. All people 
have a weakness for gain with- 
out working for it. The pachin- 
ko houses are crowded even in 
the morning with, young and 
middle-aged men who should be 
at work. I often wonder how 
such people make their living. 
The same can be said with bi- 
cycle racing. If they are lucky 
they make. a lot of money w'th- 
out laboring for it. Isn't this 
moral degeneration? 

I hope that female voters will 
band together to bring about 
better ‘and wholesome facilities 
to satisfy the people's natural 
inclination for gambling at the 
same time that they work to- 
ward the banning of bicycle

The seven nations have 
promptly declared their readi- 
ness to open negotiations with 
the other free trade group of 
nations, the six-nation Common 
Market, and have already com- 
municated such readiness to the 
six. They have planned their 
proposed tariff reductions to 
match those of the six, which 
ought to facilitate reaching of 
a wider arrangement in the 
future. 


The Swedish and Norwegian 
Governments have a proposal} 
to establish a liaison between 
the Six and the Seven within 
the framework of the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co- 
operation, covering all 17 West- 
ern European nations. After 
conversations in London, the 
Foreign Minister of the Nether- 
lands, one of the Six, declared 
that there was an identity of 
view between his Government 
and the British on the question 
of economic cooperation  be- 
tween the two trade zones. 

Such cooperation has already 
been a subject of discussion be- 
tween the Beigian, French and 
German Foreign Ministers and 
Selwyn Lloyd, the British For- 
eign Secretary, and will no 
doubt form part of the planned 
talks between Lioyd and the 
Italian Prime Minister and For- 
eign Minister when they visit 
London next week:

Links of Learning 


The Commonwealth, with its 
660 million people many 
races and creeds, has no ela- 
borate apparatus to bind it close- 
ly to the mother-country. In- 
deed, lack of a rigid framework 
has always been regarded as 
one of the: main sources of 
Commonwealth strength. But 
there is one link, and a very 
strong one, between Britain and 
her Commonwealth: it is the 
steady flow of Commonwealth 
and colonial students into Brit- 
ish universities. 


-It would be hard to find a 
Commonwealth country or a 
colonial territory which does 
not number graduates of Brit- 
ish universities among its lead- 
ing citizens. Now this constant 
stream is to be augmented by 
the award of Commonwealth 
scholarships, mostiy for post- 
graduate study and research. 
It is proposed in a bill now 
before the British Parliament 
that there will be 500 of these 
scholarships at any one time, 
costing the British Exchequer 
more than*® £500,000 each year. 
Commonwealth visiting fellow- 
ships will also be awarded. A 
commission will be set up to 
administer this scheme. ey 
will choose and place students, 
looking, in the words of a Gov- 
ernment paper on the plan, for 
men and women of high intel- 
lectual promise who may be 
expected to make a significant 
contribution to life in their own 


countries. 

Nor will jt be one-way traffic. 
The commission, when requést- 
ed to do so by CommonWealth 
Governments, will invite appli- 
cations from British candidates 
for overseas scholarship awards, 
The ideal behind such schemes 
is simple: what better bond can 
there be between peoples than 
the understanding that comes 
from knowledge? 


International Roads 


There is one type of road 
that is as international as 4 
world air route, and that is a 
motorway. More and more are 
being built in Europe and more 
and more visitors of all nation- 
alities are using them. A sub- 
committee of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for 
Europe meeting at Geneva has 
now closely defined motorways 
or autoroutes, and issued a 
series of regulations for their 
use which it recommends to 
Governments. 

Under these, motorists will be 
forbidden to stop or turn round 
on them or to use them for 
driving lessons. A difficult task 
is finding road signs which will 
be understood by all nationali- 
ties, whether or not they are 
used to Roman iettering, the 
Cyrillic alphabet used by some 
Eastern European peoples in- 
cluding the Russians, or vari- 
ous Asian characters. ' 

The best approach seems to 
be uniform signs which .con- 
vey their instructions or Warn- 
ings by simple pictures or de 
signs. |This is already being 
done. in many European coun- 
tries. It is probably the reason 
why the United Nations com- 
mittee gave unanimous approval 
to two road signs marking pic- 
torlally the start and end of a 
motorway. 


Round the Capitals 


Vienna reports a meeting of 
the annual Congress of the 
Fondation Europeenne de ia 
Culture. The congress took as 
its theme the teaching of Eu- 
ropean culture to students from 
Africa and Asia. The Erasmus 
prize of some £10,000 awarded 
yearly for services to the 
“spiritual and cultural resurg- 
ence” of Europe wé@nt this year 
to German philosopher Prof. 
Karl Jaspers; and the French 
chairman of the Council of Eu- 
rope, M. Robert Schuman, * 

The Hague reports that a 
meeting of Western European 
Education Ministers has been 
held, and that the main topics 
discussed were the teaching of 
languages and methods of 
streamlining lessons.
